Tho question is frocly discussed by the 
prea and public generally whether Ireland 
ins aDy grievances, and, if x0, wherein they 
consist. In view of the chronically disturb- 
ed state of that wretched country this mat- 
tor ought to be thoroughly sifted and the 
true inwardness of the position of ‘the 
finest peasantry in the world” clearly ascer- 
tained. It is of little use to listen either to 
the excited ravings of domagogues like Par- 
noll, or tho ez parte statements ot men like 
Boycott. Tho matter must bo probed to the 
bottom and examined in all its boarings, 
The natural course usvally taken in such 
cases, viz: the appointment of a Royal 
Commission of investigation is perhaps the 
bost way and it isa great pity that it had 
not long ago been adopted, Doubtless the 
report that such a commission could give, 
with the exceptional facilities at its com- 
mand, would do more to clear off the mists 
that surround the question than anything 
else could,and ho would be a duller secretary 
for Ireland than Mr. Foster is, who could 
not evolve from their suggestions, aided by 
his own judgment, a plan of redress that 
would satisfy overy right-thinking man. 

But the question would still remain— 
would it satisfy the Irish? We doubt 
it. We doubt, indeed, if an angel 
from heaven could suggest any solution 
of the muddle in Ireland that would 
entirely satisfy the Land League party. Tho 
peasaut-proprictary scheme is a mere fallacy 
of a kindred nature to the French chimwra 
of Communism, and we venture to doubt 
whether there will ever be found a Govern. 
ment sufficiently bold to put such an idea in- 
to actual operation, ‘Vhe rumours that the 
Gladstone policy ix likely to be shaped in 
this direction are without the slightest foun- 
dation, and even if thoy had any troth, we 
are assured that the English Parliament 
would scout the idea.

The Pope's Change of Policy. 


(From the London Newa, 

Our correspondent in Rome telegraphs an 
account of the speech which the Pope de- 
livered on the occasion of his reception of 
some of the holders of office in tho Papal 
Court. The speech seems to have been pre- 
cisely in keeping with the character of the 
reception. It was just the sort of address 
to deliver to the official representatives of a 
past day, It was an anachronism like the 
uniform of the Papal Guards, Pope Leo 
talked exactly as his predeceseor, Pope Pius, 
might have done, ¢ described the celebra- 
tion of the 20th of September, the anniver- 
sary of the entrance of the Italian troops into 
Rome, as ‘‘an accursed day.” Burke spoke 
of one of the festivals of revolutionary 
France as the celebration of ‘ta day that 
seemed to blot the sun out of heaven,” 
Pope Leo's denunciation is less eloquent, but 
even more intense. The Pope reasserted all 
the title of the Vatican to the temporal 
power, and declared that he and his succes. 
sors would never cease ‘‘to reclaim what by 
fraud and by deceit has been stripped from 
the Roman See.” Apparently, Pope Leo is 
following in the path of his predecessor, not 
mefely in denunciation, but in the sudden 
passing from Liberalism to reaction. The 
present Pontiff was understood to be a libe- 
ral, wise, and practical man of the world, 
and a courtier whose mind was open to the 
recognition of realities, aud under whose 
rule the Church aad the State might possi- 
bly become reconciled in Italy. The speech 
just delivered seems to show that there is 
now as little desire for such 4 reconciliation 
in the mind of the present Pope as there was 
in that of Pius IX. We presume we can 
hardly take it as possible that Pope Leo was 
only making a speech *‘in character” to the 
ancient officials, with the kindly object of 
keeping up their spirits and reviving the 
memory of past and fading days.

I had heard much of the national institu- 
tion, and was glad to see it under good escort 
We turned our steps toward the Lyceum, our 
slaves, of course, in attendance, I need not 
describe the building, as we all read Vitru- 
yius. But I wish I could so describe the 
scene within that my readers might see it as 
distinctly as Ican recallit. We Englishmen 
can understand well enough the interest of 
watching games in which we once excelled, 
and of looking on at feats of strength or skill 
which we used to practice, It comes natur- 
al, therefore, to us to imagine the middle 
aged and elders of Athens often looking into 
seo their youngsters trained to manly vigor 
and activity. Up to 18 years of age they them- 
selves had wrestled, and run, and boxed, and 
leaped, and thrown quoits, with as much en- 
ergy, I suppose, as we give to cricket, and 
rackets, and foot-ball.

10 | TU PECULIAR CEREMONIAL BY WHICH RVIL 


| PIRITS ARE CAST OUT. .

Hawecitow, Cuuxa.—A curious display of 
idol worship is being nightly enacted not far 
from this city, It is not easy to determine 
to whit sect it belongs, for, though held in 
a Taoist temple, no priest of either that or 
avy other takes part in the ceremony, Itis 
ontirely carried out by the people them- 
sclyes, and being in the seventh moon, when 
the names of the departed reccive so much 
attention from their living relations, it may 
be correct vo consider it a part ot ancestral 


A majonty ot the newspaper men who aie 
familiar with the Sumas an exchange, and 
who know of its great prosperity, have long 
ago resolved that, if they ever start a paper 
of their own, the Sun shall be their model. 
Many such attempts have been made and 
havo failed. Tho Cincinnati Sun, a me- 
chanical imitation, a perfect counterfeit, 
when too far off to read, was tho most nota- 
ble instance. Tho trouble with all such 
attempts was that the projectors did not 
know the New York Sun and its system. 
They imagined that by imitst ng its rizo 


white paper and type setting and still make 
a bright and successful jonroal, when in 
fact the size of the Sun is tixed, not to save 
whito paper and type setting,though it does 
this incidentally, but because it is the 
smallest size into which all the news can be 
put and still preserve a clear and pleasant 
shape, The Sun is really run on very ex- 
pensive principles. The cost of its news, 
coming through men who are able to con- 
dense, is as great as that of any of the mon- 
ster papers which employ -diffuse, ill-paid 
fellows, and meet thoir heaviest expense 10 
telegraph bills, paper bills, and the wages of 
their able-bodied compositors, The Sun 
pays as much for editors to cut out words 
and leaye tangiblo facts and ideas as the 
blunderbuss papers pay for writers to coin 
sentences. 

It is only after some study that ono can 
realize what an enormous amount of news a 
great metropolitan paper must handle before 
it can be said to “have it all,” and itis a 
matter of real wonder that a little paper like 
the Sun contrives to hold so much, It is a 
case of the learned man’s small head; it is 
the result of a complete system carried out 
daily under able management, by the hard 
work of many bright minds, Just think of 
tho materials that come to the office every 
day. Though the hundreds of men who 
gather the news know that their positions 
depend on their being as brief as is consist- 
ent with completencss, they still furnish, at 
a small estimate, more than ten times as 
much copy as can possibly be printed. The 
isaue daily of reading matter averages about 
twenty-two columns ; it contains all of value 
in two hundred cclumns of copy sent in, 
from which it has to be extracted and set 
up within the short space of eleven hours, 
the greater portion within half that time, 
I spent yesterday and jast night in the Sun 
office to observe the process, 

Outside of the editoral work of condensa- 
tion, the capacity of the paper is enhanced 
by several mechanical devices. For inst- 
ance : The type, while clear, is compact and 
small, being mostly nonpareil and agate ; 
then the headlines, while nicely guaged to 
suggest the importance of the matter to 
follow, will bo found on measurement, in apy 
caso, to occupy very sinallrcom, There are 
other ways in which the types are compress- 
ed, but I will proceed now to give an out- 
line sketch of what I saw of the work of the 
editors and reporters. 

Mr. Dana mainteins the closest porsonal 
supervision of the whose establishment, In 
the editorial department, which comes per- 
fected from his hands, he is assisted by 
seven writers. When he goes home, Mr, 
Jobn Swinton is leit in charge, 


The city editor has immediate command 
of forty-two reporters, and his territory em- 
braces New York and the surrounding cities, 
and a half day's journey into the country in 
any direction. All the reporters and many 
of the other writers come to the editoral 
rooms (s small svite for Mr. Dana and a 
large hall for all the rest) at 11 o'clock ia the 
morning. Mr. Dana learns the plans of the 
others for the day, and makes his suggestions 
or gives his orders, writes a leader and a 
paragraph or two aud assigns specified sub- 
jects to be discussed by members of his staff. 
Bofore he leaves he ready a revised proof of 
all the vhief editorials, 

Distant correspondents are at liberty to 
first only a short message by tole- 
stating the character of the news they 
have and king instructions, which are 
promptly returned to them by telegraph, 
unless the news comes late at night and is of 
great importance, when the mattor if left to 
their discretion, The selection and control 
of correspondents is a vital matter in tho 
Sun system. - 

Tho city editor and his four assietants keep 
mplete assignment book, in which 
momoranda of every point that

on duty constant'y at the police headquarters 
in New York, Brooklyn, Jersoy City, ond 
neighbouring towns, ond immediately on 
the receipt of a picco of nows from any police 
station it is telophoned to the city editor, 
Using tho book of assignments, the papers 
of tho day, and any hints he may hay 
from other sources, the city editor directs 
cach reporter as to what he must do, exorcis- 
ing his bost care in eolocting the men with 
reforonce to their peculiar taleats for tho 
particular style or kind of work ho desires, 
About 5 o'clock Mr. Dana stops from his 
rooms to go home, first stopping to consult 
with Mr, Swinton and to leave with him a 
schedule of the editorial matter he wishes 
to have appear. A calculation is now made 
to determine how much space Mr, Dana has 
loft, and then the managing and city editors 
make up theie schedules, On a comparison 
of those it is ally found that each has 
boon too liberal with himself, and both sche- 
dulos have to bo cut to leave a sutfticient 
margin for tho certain and probable news, 
local and telegraphic, that is to come, When 
tho schedule matter is finally mado up, it is 
viven to the compositors, who aro now all at 
Once on tho printers’ hooks tho 
sohedulos, in their outline of space, not mn 
their contents, aro absolute.

by procuring the natural decomposition of 
the pulpy substance of the leaf by exposure 
to light in adish ef water, the quick method 
is by the use of a weak alkaline destructive 
solution, of which soda and lime are the 
active agents, By the slow methoo one may 
proceed as follows: ‘The leaves are laid out 
smoothly in a pan or dish, and covered with 
rain-water to or threo inches deop, and are 
held down by means of shscta of glass rostin, 
on small stones at the corners by whiok 
they are prevented from pressing too closely 
on tho leaves, Thoy are exposed to the 
sunlight in a warm window, In two or 
three weeks they aro examined, and all 
those that have become soft and pulpy are 
removed to another dish to be cleaned, Tho 
rest aro left until they, too, become soft, 
The softened leaves are carefully removed 
one by ono by being floated on to o amall 
sheot of glass; tho pulp is pressed out by 
means of a small stiff painter's bsush or a 
tooth-brush, used by tapping up and down 
and not by asweoping motion, This breaks 
up the Jaf only, which is washed away by 
pouring water upon it from a small pitcher. 
To make this convenient, the glass may be 
placed on two wooden bara resting on tho 
edges of a deop dish with a towel under it 
to catch the splashiogs, The quick method | 
is as follows; Four ounces ef sal-soda are 
dissolved in » quart of hot water, two ounces 
of quicklime are added, and tho whole boiled 
for 20 minutes. The solution is cooled and 
strained. The loaves are then boiled in this 
for one hour, or until the pulp is oasily re 
moved, when it is washod off aa alroady 
mentiened, Tho fibres remain, leaving o 
perfect skeloton or framo-work of tho loaf.

his cousin, With eight shiilings in his 
pocket, he shipped for home as a sailor, and 
steered twelve hours a day for weeks, when 
his vessel became water-loyged. No timber- 
ship can sink, otherwise Forbes would have 
ne tothe bottom. There was no cooking 
for a week, life being maintained on biscuits 
and salt meat, Alter seversl sailors had 
been washed overboard, the crew took to 
the boat, which was picked up by the cotton 
ship Moses Taylor, from New Orleans. 
Finding that the crew were sadly diseased, 
Fotbes, who hadstudied medicine en amateur, 
got out the medicine-chest, killed one patient 
and cured the rest. Of course his suscep- 
tible heart fell a prey to the captain's daugh- 
ter, upon whom, when bidding her farewell 
in Liverpool, after three month’s taste of salt 
water, ho squandered his last eight shillings 
in grapes. 

What was to be done? Never without 
resource, Forbes sold a fine field-glass, and, 
with the money, went to London, where he 
was recruited in the Royal Dragoons, De- 
spite his tendency to ‘‘larks," he made rapid 
headway. In addition to his appointment 
as school-teacher to his company, Forbes was 
made actiug-quartermaster-sery¢ant, without 
the rank of sergeant, is he happened to be

How- 
ver, he determined, if possible, to soll his 
knowledge, As “The Times’ turned a 
deaf ear to his application, Forbes stood in 
Ficet street, and tossed ‘‘odd man out,” 
to which of three papers—'* Daily News,’ 
“Standard,” and ‘* Telegraph "—he should 
go with his copy. The ‘Daily News’ 
won the toss. He found favour at last, and 
was told to write three columns, On return- 
ing to tho office to state that the sub- 
ject was not yet exhausted, the editor re- 
plied Aye = 
“Write on, then, until it is, We'll 
take as much as you like of this kind of 
copy.’ 
Forbes wrote six columns and arranged for 
another article to appear the day after, but 
when he presented his second manuscript 
the manager said: 
“T dou’t think we want it.” 
The tone greatly irritated the alroady 
jaundiced Forbes, who politely requested 
Mr. Robinson ‘ to go to the devil,” aud thea 
proceoited to go elsewhere himself, Chas- 
ing the correspondent up the streot, the 
manager finally overtook and calmed him by 
the magic announcement ; 3 
“‘T want you to go to Metz to-night for

It was four o'clock in the afternoon : 
Forbes left three hours later, This was his 
tirst engagement upon a journal with which 
he has been connected ever since.” 

At Metz, Forbes began to revolutionize war 
correspondence by living on foreposts, wit- 
nessing every fight,and substituting for curt 
telegrams of bare facts, long descriptive let- 
ters telegraphed in full. According to Forbes, 
successful war correspondence depends upon 
threo attributes :—faculty of orgunization, 
capacity of physical endurance, and the gilt 
of lucid writing, resulting from studiously 
acquired military knowledge, From a jour- 
nalistic as well as from a military point 
of view, the base of a campaign must be se- 
cure; open communication and presence in 
the right place are indispensable, Forbes 
seoms to sniff a battle afar off, and is ready 
to live in squalor, as he did for six weeks 
within easy range of French cannon before 
Metz capitulated. It was the wettest au- 
tumn on record, and typhoid fever and dy- 
sentery were his constant companions, Dar- 
ing a sortic, Forbes received a flesh wound 
in the leg which continued open for months, 
but which did not force him to leave the 
front. For these six weeks he did not sleep 
in a bed except on occasional visits to the 
telegraphic base at Saarbruck. Before the 
capitulation was effected, he was the first to 
euter Metz, and informally joining the sani- 
tary volunteers, he devoted himself to the 
remoyal of sick and wounded, 2000 of whom 
were in a state of semi-putrefaction. As 
the most infectious disorders reigned, in- 
cluding the rare type of floury typhus, 
Forbes's leg was attzcked with gangrene, 
which had to be burned out with nitric acid, 
By constant smoking, never removing his 
boots, aud carrying in his mouth a sponge 
saturated with vinegar, he wanaged to keep 
on his legs, but was finally ordered to Eng- 
land, lest, by a longer stay in so foul an at- 
mosphere, amputation should become ne- 
cessary. 

Oo reaching Loudon, Forbes showed his 
disabled log to Mr, Robinson, who remarked 
with a shudder ; 


‘Aga fellow-man, I say you ought to lay 
up for six months ; a#a newspaper manager, 
I wish you would start for the seige-of Par.s 
to-night.” 
Forbes started immediately, and his leg 
got well, probably owing partly to his rule 
of being a tectotaler seven days out of twen- 
ty-one, Attached to the head-quartors of 
he army commanded by the Crown Prince 
of Saxony, Forbes witnessed the hardest 
fightiog of the siege, After the final bom- 
bardmeut of St. Denie, he contrived to get 
inside the walls, which had been reduced to 
4 most dilapidated condition, aud was offer- 
ed food by a Protestant pastor, The meat 
consisted of part of a young gray horse that 
had been killed by a shell, 
Daring the siegd, Forbes wrote letters in 
full, which were sent to an agent on the 
frontier, who telegraphed thom to London, 
Lhis feat oxcited great surprise among the 


He eked out a precarious existence b. 
occasional dramatic and musical criti. 
cism contributed to the ‘ Morning Adver- 
tiser.”

Germans, who knew that Forbes had per- 
mission from the Crown Prince to telegraph 
only short messages from the offices within 
hisarmy. Onoday a Forbes telegram ap- 
peared dated at a place where there was no 
tolograph office. It was reported to Princo 
George of Saxony’s staff hy a joalous corres- 
pondent, 

That samo night, Forbes dined with this 
stafl, and was asked to explain the iacom- 
prebensible, 

“Why,” ho replied, jestingly, “I have 
my own private wire, and shail’ telegraph 
from here directly,” 

Knowing that ordors had been given 
at Prince George's office to receive no tele- 
gram that night from him, Forbes quictly 
wrote a lotter directed to his frontier 
agent, and put it in the post. The noxt 
day, it was telegraphed to London, and 
copies of the ‘Daily News” were sent to 
Prince George with Mr. Forbes’ compli 
ments, 

Pending the capitulation of Paris in Feb- 
roary, 1871, some filty journalists waited 
hungrily toenter on the side of Versailles. 
Forbes arranged to enter by the north, 
through St. Donis, and accomplished his 
purpose on horseback,drossed as a Prussian 
and was, in consequence, vory noarly killed 
by a drunken National Guard. Having little 
knowledge of Fronch and no knowledge 
whatever of Paris, he had groat difficulty in 
fioding Mr. Washburne's bureau, where sat 
Colonel Hoffman, who gazed with surprire 
upon the first man he had seen from the ox- 
terior world, He sent tho stranger to Un- 
thank's English Hotel, in the Faubourg St 
Honore, the only hotel open during the sioge 
Forbes brought forth from his wallet five 
pounds of sliced ham, which Unthank's

testified her belief in Forbes's representa 
tions. On being released, Forbes borrowed 
apparel from the brother of his benefactor, 
who accompanied him to his hotel. ‘* How 
can I re you for ajl that you have done 
for mo?” asked the correspondent, ** More 
easily than you think,” replied the French- 
woman, ‘My brother and I are literally 
starving. He has received no salary for six 
months, and, as gentlefolk, we cannot stand 
in the queue with the populace to receive 
alms, Doubtless you know persons ccnnect- 
ed with the distribution of England's gift. 
Any food will bea godsend.” As one of tho 
English Almoners happened to be staying 
at Forbes’ hotel, a hamper was dispatched 
to the Frenchwoman, who went away sob- 
bing like achild, That same night, Forbes 
started for England, and wrote his account 
of the entrance into Poris before he had 
washed the blood-stains from his head and 
hands. This account appeared in a special 
edition of the ‘* Daily News,” and the next 
morning Mr, Robinson found bis correspon- 
dent asleep on the floor with the London 
Directory for apillow. 

On returning to Paris, just asthe Com- 
mune was collapsing, Forbes entered by 
La Chappelle gate, and the same afternoon 
reached Dombrowskiia Chateau La Muette, 
While dining, the report came that the 
Versaillists had fore d the Porte do la 
Muette. Desperate fighting ensued, during 
which Dombrowski, who had mounted a 
wall, was wounded, and fell into Forbes’s 
arms. All then ran away, The next 
morning, Forbes was ‘‘ requisitioned” by 
the Communists to aid in erecting a barri- 
cade across the Rue Rivoli, and again, later 
in the day, to defend an indifensible. posi- 
tion, the dofenders of which promptly dirap- 
peared. Some hours after, Forbes stood be- 
hind shelter in Rue LiFayette and 
watched the Versaillists take the Grand 
Opera House, There followed a pandemon- 
ium of indiscriminate slaughter, Unable to 
communicate with England, Forbss got out 
of Paris with great difficulty, and brought 
to London the news that Paris was i flames, 
He returned to the distracted city in time 
to witness the final downfall of the Commun- 
ards in the slums of Bellovue and in Pere la 
Chaise, 

On the abdication of King Amadeus, 
Forbes visited Spain to watch the new re- 
public, the difficuity of directing which was 
materially enhanced by the purity of its 
leaders. They would neithcr bribe nor hg 
bribed, and-without bribery no government 
can live in Spain, Castelar is a dreamer 
whose aspirations are too good for this work- 
a-day world. Figueras resigned because, 
by his owa confession, he had not iron 
enough in his system to be a leader of m 
Finding the rspublica myth, Forbes, in 187 
went in search of the civil war in Catalonia, 
and found Contreras in command of the Re- 
publican troops at Barcelona. This {at 
scoundrel}, who in a carriage looked as broad 
as he was long, afterward conducttd the 
communistic insurrection in Carthagens, 
when a peony post-man ond a shoc-maker 
were joint presidents, Forbes tried to induce 
Contreras to march against the Carlists, and 
finally the fat commander succeeded in get 
ting his army one day’s march out of Barce- 
lona, ou the conclusion of which feat the 
army triumphantly mutinied,and were glori- 
ously marched back. Disgusted with Con- 
treras, Forbes underwent four months of 
bushwhacking with the Carlists, whom he 
found personally ploasanter than the royal- 
ists. They had little fighting capacity, but 
died like gentlemen. 

Returning to England, Forbes sugzested 
the Ashantee war in a lettor to the * Daily 
News,” his propositions being carried out 
immediately, and their utility being un- 
officially acknowledged by military mag- 
nates. Bad health prevented the inventor 
of this war from reporting it, 

In the beginning of 1874, a famine deso- 

lated Tirboot, a dei populated district 
of Bangal, where thagggople swarm like flies, 
Forbes passed the summer among these mis- 
erable people, numbers of whom died, though 
$15,000,000 were expended in mitigating 
the horrors of the situation. One great 
difficulty in preventing starvation arose 
from the existence of caste, No food cooked 
by one cast» could be eaten by another, 
Forbes saw a woman come to a trough for 
food who,’on observing that the people 
handling this food were of inferior caste to 
herself, lay down and died with her infant 
in her arms! 
After receiving a sunstroke from which he 
lay insonsible for two days, Forbes returned 
home after eight months’ absence. He be- 
came cognizant of the intrigue for the restor- 
ation of Prince Alfonto of Spain, who was 
then a boyish fellow, and a fine rider, with 
acortain dignity, anda certain amount of 
ready brains. Accompanying Alfonso to 
Madrid, Forbes assisted at the coronation 
and followed the king to Navarre in purauit 
of Carlists, who were finally paid to give up 
a lost cause, 

Gladly leaving the land of hidal, in 
August, 1875, Forbes went with the Prince 
of Wales through India,where life was mado 
up of pageants that unrolled themselves 
like gorgeous panoramas, and displayed the 
jealousies of native princes who quarrelled 
about procedence, tcowled, sulked, and ove 
went away altogether, But, though th 
princes bated each other, they learned to 
teom the Prinos of Wales, whose manners 
toward them were irreproachable, He com- 
bined tact with dignity, and always did the 
right thing at tho right time, According to 
Forbes, Eng'and’s hold on India would not 
be worth a month's purchase but for military 
rule.

At their conclusion, Forbcs, shattered by 
exposure, fatigue, and fever, abandoned the 
field and nearly died at Bucharest. Ho left 
the interest of the ‘* Daily News” in charge 
of those two masters of war correspondence, 
H. A, MacGahan and F, D. Millet, both 
Americans and both peors of their Fuglish 
confrere, MacGahan died at hia post, belov- 
ed by Bulgaria, whose wrongs he published 
to the world, and thereby righted ; his death 
was deplored by friends aud employers, as 
anirreparab!e loss to journalism. Millet 
accomplished wonderful feats, and lives to 
tell the tale in his American studio, wiere 
historic painting claims time ouce given to 
picturesque writing. 

In the summer of 1878, Forbes went with 
Sir Garnet Wolsley to take possession of 
that pestiferous island, Cyprus, and, like 
everybody else, fell a victim to fever, Nev- 
ertheless, he contrived to be at Simla, ia the 
Himal, , 8Hortly before the outbreak of 
the Afghan war, and at his own peril carried 
the first dispatches announcing success, 
The short tolegram sent to the * Daily 
News” bore the date of ten o'clock, a.m. 
Ten minutes before ten, papers containing 
his dispatch were sold in Fleet street, 
curious fact was due, of course, to the five 
hours’ difference in the time between Asia 
and England. 

Having eaten his Christmas dinuer at 
Jelalabad, Forbes departed for Burmab, 
intending’ to interview young Thebaw, the 
noble Lord of the White Elephant, Monarch 
of the Golden Umbrella, ete., etc., who had 
then just attained the throne, He accoimn- 
plished his mission one week beforethe young 
monarch massacred all his relatives. Accord- 
ingly, Forbes was accused by t&e Calcutta 
press of having yone to Mandalay for the pur- 
pose of bringing about this Christian catastro 
phe, and thus coring a sepgation! On his 
way down the Irrawaddy, Forbes read the 
telegram which recounted the disaster of Ix- 
andula, and in in an hour later received the 
curt order, '‘Go and do the Zulu war” He 
had a vague notion that the Zulus Jived in 
South Africa, and a geographical friend in 
Rangoon told him that Durbau was the sea- 
port to make for. So for Durban he headed 
—away across India, from Calcutta to La: 
hore, from Lahore down the Indus to Kur- 
rachee, from Kurrachee by steam to Aden, 
from Aden by steam: to Zinzibar, and from 
Zanzibar again by sttam down the south. 
eastern coast to Port Durban, Discovering 
at Ulandi that Lord Chelmsford was dis- 
patching no immediate courier, the war cor- 
respondent started at sundown from the 
frontier, rode alone through a trackless 
country swarming with Zulus, and reached 
the telegraph-wire, a distance of 110 miles, 
in fifteen hours, whence he sent the earliest 

nt of the victory to England, as well as 
to Sir Garnet Wolsley and Sir Bartlo Frere, 
His report in. the ‘* Daily News” was read 
aloud in both Houses of Parliament, amid 
clamourous applause, Anxious to give 
details to Sir Garnet Wolsley, Forbes con- 
tinued his ride to Petermaritzburg, 170 
miles farthor on, which he accomplished in 
thirty hours. The entire ride occupied 
ninety-six hours, three of which were given 
tos.cop. All this was dono by a man with 
a contusion on@his log, caused by a spent 
bullet received at Ulandi, which afterward 
suppurated, and compelled his return to 
Eneland, 

During his enforced vacations, Forbes has 
lectured on the Franco-Germau war and the 
Zulu campaign, and has by special invitation 
addressed the United Service Club, tho 
highest military institution in England, on 
* Russian military operations in Bulgaria,” 
On this occason the Duke of Cambridge 
paid him the compliment of offering to take 
the chair. While thanking the commander- 
in-chief, Forbes said that he would bemore 
appropriate if his old colonel, now General 
Wardlaw, should preside, The General did 
so, and when the lecturer stated that he was 
proud to see in the chair a gallant officer 
who, in times long past, had more than once 
issued the stern edict, *‘ Let that man have 
ton days’ pack drill,” the confession was 
greeted with shouts of laughter, in which 
General Wardlaw heartily joined, declaring, 
on rising to propose a vote of thanks, that 
he had no reoolledtion of tho little occur- 
rences referred to, but if ever he did give 
Mr. Forbes punishment drill, it was doubt.

An Artist in Crime. 


SHERWOOD, AN AMERICAN FORGER, TELLING 
THE TRICKS OF HIS TRADE TO A LUNDON

circular notes equal in numbor to the stolen 
instruments, and with thom, of couree, 
‘letters of indication.”

Although 
tho jury found Watson guilty, it is probable 
that Shorwood is the more dangerous adven- 
turer ot the two, He in ovident y a mou 
of some scientific attainments, and he un 
blushingly admitted that he acted as a kiud 
of chemical adviser to ‘professional " for- 
gers. Nay, he pretends to be in possossion 
of a plan which would render forgeries 
wrought by chemical sgouts impossible, 
This valuable secret, however, he has not 
been able to sell in Now York, owing! he 
thinks to the fact tho transatlautio detoo- 
tives, who, hoe insinuates, are in oc llusion 
with the forgers, prejudice the minds of the 
authorities against him. Let us hope that 
if there be any eflloioncy in hin device, his 
attempt to benefit society by disposing of it 
hore will not be met with the chilling nog- 
loot that has caused him to withhold so va'- 
uable a scoret from his own countrymen,

In a time of 
profound political peace, with no danger in 
prospect, and no excuse for violence visible, 
it has chosen to break up one religious con- 
gregation after another, and to treat the 
simple act of association as though it was in 
itself a crime, A paramount necessity of 
self-defense is the only plea which could pos- 
sibly be alleged in defense of such a policy 
as this, and where does any paramount ne- 
cessity of self-defense present itself? Where 
is the danger against which it was so imper- 
ative on the government to take precautions 
that they felt themselves obliged to deal with 
an integral part of the ecclesiastical machin- 
ery of the country as Count Melikoff might 
deal with so many bands of nihilists? Noth- 
ing that has happened in the process of exe- 
cuting the decrees has helped to answer 
these questions, There is no reason to sup- 
pose that the republican government will be 
mm any way the stronger for what it has 
done, It has proved that it can win « mag- 
nificent victory over a fceble advorsary, and 
that is all, When the sacrifices of principle 
and consistency which it bas had to make in 
order to do this are taken into account, the:

A TENNESSEE WEDDING 
FEAST, 


SAD MISTAKE AT 


News }ias boen received of the poisoning 
of a wedding party in Boone county, Tennes- 
see, adjacent to Hamilton county, resulting 
in the death of six and the possible death of 
three others, Joel Hendree and Jane Dale 
were the contracting parties, and both being 
members of the most prominent families in 
that vicinity, a very large number of friends 
witnesged the nuptials, which were perform- 
ed at the residence of the bride's father, at 
a point on Emory river fifty-six miles above 
Chattanooga. ; 

After the ceremony the guests, numbering 
about fifty, were invited to the hospitable 
board of Col. Dale, and partook of the boun- 
tifal repast there sorved. ‘The evening was 
spent in various festivities, and at night 
the guests again were invited to supper, 
After the evening meal a sudden lethargy 
seemed to overtake the members of the fes- 
tive party, and one by one they commenced 
complaining of dreadful pains, In a short 
time twenty-seven of the party were uncon- 
scious, The greatest excitement prevailed. 
Col. Dale's house being too small to accom- 
modate all the invalids for the night,twelve 
were removed to other houses in the neigh 
bourhood. 

Forty-eight hours afterward two of the 
afflicted died—Emma Peters, a grand-dangh- 
ter of the bride's father, and Mattie Lowry, 
each aged about 8, Tho bride's brother, 
Robt, Dale, died a few hours later. Tho 
bride's uncle, Mr, Mike May, dicd the next 
day ; and Albert Gallaher and Mattie Lovo- 
lace, two of the guests died the next day, 
Tho bride's father, mother, and brother are 

low, and will probably die, 

Tne precise cause of the poisoning is yet 
unkoown, but several conjectures are afloat, 
The most plausible is that arsenic had beon 
putin the edibles as soasoning instoad of 
salt, Ol. Dale hal purchased a quantity of 
arsenic a fow days provious for the destruc- 
ton of crows that were preying upon his 
wheat-fiolds. Pending the excitement of 
the approaching wedding this had been loft 
bundled up ia the kitchen, It is supposed 
that in a hurry the cook opened the bundle 
containing the poison, and intending to salt 
the victuals throw in a quantity of arsonio,

Horrors of Kurdish Warfare. 


The St. Petersburg Golos contains a letter 
from its correspondent at Tabriz, giving par- 
ticulars of the Kurdish invasion. The cor- 
respondent comments on rhe curious circum- 
stance that, at a moment when Persia was 
making war preparations in Khorassan, close 
alongside Skobelefi’s expeditionary force, 
the Kurds should bave suddenly drawn her 
attention away to the western frontier of her 
dominion, Ot the excesses perpetrated by 
the invaders, tho writer states that they 
burned to the ground, a few days after entry, 
Urmis, Mendeb, Binab, Marah, and Sovooke 
Boolak, perpetrating frighful excesses against 
the inhabitants. “In many instances the 
people fled to the metchets to essape slaughter, 

Pelvic that the common religion of invader 
and invaded would secure their immunity 
from outrage, but the Kurds piled hay, 
wood, and intlammables against the doors, 
and burned the people inside to death. The 
correspondent affirms the leader of the in- 
vasion, Ibnabulla, to be such a holy pereon 
in the eyes of his fellow-tribeamon that when 
ho bathes it is considered a specific agaioat 
discases, and a meritorwus religious act, to 
drink bis bath water. He bas immense in- 
fluence over the Kurds, During the Turkish 
war 40,000 swarmed to his flag in 48 hours, 
when it was known that he was going te 
make a raid in person against Bayazid, The 
invasion of Persian the Golos correspondent 
anterts to have been oxceedingly well timed, 
Persia baving denuded Azerbijar of troops 
to awell her army in Khorassan, but he ex- 
proses his bolief that the Kurds are not 
ikely to repeat it, now that the Shah has 
appointed as Governor of the Artpatsken 
Province the late Minister of War, Mirza 
Mussein Khan, famous for his energetic and 
active admivistration, Tho result will bo 
that the Kurds, unablo to obtain booty in 
Persia, will turn their aworda again against 
the Turkish Armenians, wh suffer 
dearly for the failure of the raid into Azorbi- 
jar. Among the Porsian troops operating 
against the Kurds is Col. Domontoyiteh and 
several other Russian «floors, Tho Armenian 
j-urnal Mehak, published at Tiflis, auneunces 
that sovoral thousand people havo beon 
burned alive in thoir places of worship, in 
which they had taken refuge. Tho Kurds 
have equalled the most frightful excesses of 
tho Tartar scourge.

The new mansions going up 
there for thé Vanderbilts, the Goolets, and 
some other nabobs, are to be perfect palaces, 
so far as elaborate finish is concerned, Out- 
side as well as inside, nothing that art can 
do for them is to be spared, Even the 
stono fronts must be ornamented with fine 
carving. ‘hero are scores of good stone 
workera in New York, but they are not 
good enough it seems, for the fancy work on 
tho Fifth Avenue fronts, *‘ Artiste” myst 
be imported expressly to carve the figures 
and the intricate devices in folisge and 
general gingerbread. If a certain pieco of 
work of this kind is to bo done, it must wait 
tillan ‘‘artist’’can be brought over from 
Europe to do it. Tho foreign gentlemen 
generally take their time about coming and 
take plenty of time at their work when they 
get here, but no one must attempt to hurry 
them up.

“‘Tho interests and dignity of Russia 
eargently demand that the Chines question 
shall be spcedily brought to an end—to any 
end. Our situation is humiliating; our 
héathen neighbours, without much trouble 
to themeelves, compel us to spend scores of 
millions of roubles, and that at the time 
when wo badly need every rouble for the 
support of our famine-stricken people.” 

u such harsh terms does the @olos speak 
of the undecided policy of the Czar's Gov- 
ernment toward Chino, and the journal 
seems to have expressed the general opinion 
of the public, A mere glance at the conflict 
between Russia ond China will suffice to 
show the immense superiority of the diplo- 
matists of the Celestial Empire to those of 
the Czar. The Pekin Government, without 
declaring war against the St. Petersburg 
Government, adroitly managed to put its 
formidable enemy to endless trouble and to 
an expense almost equal to that of an actual 
war. Tho Kaldja troubles alone took out 
of the Czar's treasury over ton millions of 
roubles, and the Kuldja province is as far 
from being Russian as ever before; it con- 
tinues to be an apple of discord between the 
two neighbouring countrie’, 

Again, nearly a year has passod since the 
Chinese Government refused to ratify the 
treaty of Livadia, concluded by the unhappy 
Tchun. How? During that period ot time 
Rassia has been in constant fear of war. 
She has been raising forts on her castern 
frontior, sending out hazardous and costly 
expeditions, and transferring her men-of war 
to the Pasitic Ocean. Now a considerable 
Russian arty is concentrated not far from 
Pekin, under the command of Admiral 
Leasovaky, and, at a cost of millions of 
roubles, is constantly kept ready for battle. 
But the Coinese Government is as far from 
declaring war or coucluding peace ax ever, 
And the astuie Crinese diplomat, Marquis 
Tzeo, who apends his time for months in the 
capital on the Neva, manages to baile all 
the efforts of the Czar's Government to come 
to any understanding. Sach a state of «f- 
{airs irritates the Russian people, aud bitter 
complaints are heard on all sides. 

The wian Liberals are particalarly 
avgry with the Government for its gross 
neglect in allowing the foreign trade of 
China to slip ont of the bands of Rossia. 
‘They affirm tbat thirty years ago the 
Russians were the solo masters of tho trade, 
and no nation in the world could get a 
single pound of the Chinese tea unless 
through the Russian merchants, Now Russia 
ia compelled to buy @ large part of her toa 
from the English mercbants. According to 
the Chineso statistics for 1879, the Chincso 
foreign trade both importa and exports, 
amounting to $347,500,000. Of all this the 
English vesrela transported 73 per cont., 
the French 12 per cent., the Chinese 5 per 
cent., the Japanese 4 per cent., the Amori- 
«ans 3 per cent., the Germans 2 per cent., 
and only 1 percent, remains for the veanels 
ia jnclnded,

ed by the man who speaks through the 
columns of the paper than by him who 
meots an assemblage in any given local 
place, and, for another, it is far casicr for a 
man to arrang® his thoughts and array his 
arguincnts in the retirement of his study 
than when ucrvyously facing a composite as- 
semblage.

‘Tho 
afternoon,” says his friend Major Swaim, 
‘usually brings more visitors and mails. 
After supper the General devotes consider- 
able time to the thorough perusal of the New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, and othor lead- 
ing papers, ‘Choro are always telegrams and 
letters by the dozen to answer. General 
Garfield ihre two short-hand men as secre- 
taries, and he dictates his replies to letters 
and telegrams to them.
